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The Ruined Fane of Oronsay. Tradition has it that at 
this spot St. Columba, with his followers, first landed from 
Erin. Here, sadly crumbled away, are the ruins of the 
Chapel and adjacent buildings, said to have been founded 
by him. The most perfect cross now remaining is that here 
represented, which stands sixteen feet high, and is strangely 
significant amid its decaying surroundings. Many burying 
places exist in Oronsay, and it is said that over eighty 
crosses formerly stood upon Colonsay and Oronsay, one, a 
sanctuary cross, standing in the sea between the two 
islands. 
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
